D. Archbold of the Standard ou com- 
pany, made public by W. R. Hearst 
Saturday night, which said: 

“An efficient literary bureau is need- 
ed, not for a day or a crisis, but a 
permanent and healthy control of the 
Associated Press and kindred avenues. 
It will cost money, but will be the 
cheapest in the end and can ee" mage 
self-supporting.” 

This calm proposition to break into 
the news columns of every newspaper 
of importance in the country and fool 
the public with doctored news to the 
Standard Oil Company, never amount- 
ed to anything, according to Mr. Stone. 

“If the Standard Oil ever attempted 
to get control of the Associated Press,“ 
he said, “I never heard of it, and I 
certainly would have known of it were 
such an attempt made. 

“Neither do I believe that they ever 
tried to form a news association of 
their own. If they had such an asso- 
ciation it would have lasted about two 
minutes. 

“Experience has thown it ts utterly 
Impossible to run a successful news- 
paper or news service where the real 
purpose is to protect some interest.”

HIGH TRIBUNAL 
MUST DECIDE. 


Harriman Case Goes to the 
Supreme Court. 


Government Fighting His 
Absorption Policy.” 
— 

Trying to Force Magnate to 

Tell His Secrets. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The government tomorrow 
will begin its supreme struggle to. pre- 
vent the absorption of all the railroads 
in the country by any man capable 


of getting the money wherewith to ac- | 
complish such a project. 


If E. H. Harriman can convince the 
Supreme Court that it is beyond the 
power of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, which in this case is the 
government, to require him to tell how 
many shares of stock in parallel and 
competing lines he bought, he will be 
able to carry out any plan he may 
have made with regard to transporta- 
tion lines running from ocean to ocean. 
While on the witness stand last spring 
Mr. Harriman id he would acquire 
as many railroads as he was able to. 

When the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, during the course of its in- 
quiry into his railroad connections, got 
to the point of showing that he ob- 
tained control of a majority of the 
shares in parallel and competing lines, 
he refysed to answer any more ques- 
tions, on the ground that the questions 
related to his private business matters. 

The government cited him to appear 
in court to show why he should not 
answer the questions or be punished 
for contempt. 

The lower court decided that he must 
answer some of the questions certified 
to it. and that he need not answer 
others. From that decision both sides 
took an appeal to the Supreme Court, 

that every phase of every question 
will be presented to the highest 
tribunal. 

A decision favorable to Harriman 
would render the Interstate Commerce 
Commission powerless. 


TAKES EFFECT. 

NEW BILL OF LADING.

In their vicious attacks on R. W. 
Pridham, Tony Schwamm's allies, the 
walking delegates in the Fifth Super- 
visoral District, have placed them- 
selves within the ban of the law.

They followed 
two agitators and caught them in the 
act of giving publicity to these circu- 
lars. Complaints will be asked for this 
morning and warrants will be sought 
for the arrest of the miscreants. 

The statements contained in these 
circulars are absolute falsehoods; the 
walking delegates know themselves 
that there is not a icle of truth in 
them. If these things were true it 
would not be necessary to set them 
forth in campaign dodgera.

Japanese and Russians have 
practically taken possession of a large 
portion of the ward and there is not 
a single voter among them. 

Partial colonization has been at- 
tempted in a number of saloons along 
First street. In their rear are in- 
smelling dives that pass as lodging- 
houses. From these a number of per- 
sons are registered. Byt this accounts 
for a very small part of the 600 in- 
crease. 

Republican precinct workers have 
returned their poll books with about 
half the registered electors in some 
of the Eighth Ward precincts wunac- 
counted for. It ts here that Schwamm 
expects to receive a heavy enough vote 
to offset that of the communities in the 
other parts of the district. 

Not all of the Eighth Ward is “un- 
desirable territory. There are scores of 
streets occupled by the homes of poor 
but honest workingmen.

TAY-AT-HOME VOTE. 

In the Presidential election of 1888 the total 
popular vote was 10,978,449. Of these ballots Ben- 
jamin Harrison received 5,440,216, and Grover 
Cleveland 5,538,233, showing a Democratic popu- 
lar majority of 98,017. 

In four years, 1884 to 1888, the increase in the 
popular vote had been 2,219,098. 

In 1892 the total vote was 10,733,126, showing 
a falling off of over 245,000 in the four years, in- 
stead of an increase as in the previous four years. 

Assuming that the increase between 1888 and 
1892 was not less than in the four years, 1884 0 
1888, the indication is that in 1892 nearly 2,500,000 
voters more than in 1888 did not participate in the 
election. 

In 1888, with a popular pluralit} of 98,017 for 
Mr. Cleveland, Mr. Harrison received the most of 
the electoral votes and was made President. In 
1892 Mr. Cleveland’s popular majority was 380,818, 
and he was elected by a large majority in the elec- 
toral college. In 1888 Harrison had in the elec- 
toral college 233 votes to 168 for Cleveland. In 
1892 the Ci vote in the electoral college was 


277 to 145 Harrison, 22 going to Weaver, the 
Populist. 
The. Harrison popular vote in 1892 showed a 


loss of only 264,108 from his vote in 1888, and the 
Cleveland popular vote showed a gain of only 
18,685 of one year over the other. Harrison's loss 
and Cleveland’s gain, combined, amounted to only 
282,793. But this change in the popular vote 
showed in the electoral college a gain of 109 votes 
by Cleveland and a loss of 88 by Harrison, 22 go- 
ing to Weaver. | 

Had the people taken interest in the election of 
1892, the popular vote should have been 2,500,000 
greater than it was. Not all the stay-at-homes 
were Republicans, yet the election went to the 
Democratic candidate by default. 

Take our own State. In 1888 the total vote was 
250,220. Of these the Harrison electors received 
124,782 and were elected over the Democrats, with 
117,672, the scattering vote being only about 7000, 
of which 6000 went to the Prohibition ticket. In 
1892 the popular vote in California showed about 
normal increase, in a total of 269,585. Of these 
the Republicans had 118,293 and just pulled 
through, as the Democratic vote was 118,149. But 
the Populist candidate got 25,352, and the Prohibi- 
tion, 8129. Here was a defection from the two 
lending parties of more than 30,000 votes, or much 
over 10 per cent. It was about 15,000 more than 


the total increase in the vote of the State in four 


years. 
These figures show whaf a defection of a small 
numiber in the popular vote may do in the election 
of a President, how indifference cuts down the vote, 
and how prone are some men to throw away their 
votes on a lost cause, when, if cast for one of the 
leading candidates they might determine the re- 
sult. There is no doubt in the minds of those who

RITISH LABOR STRIKES. 

Three million and twenty-eight thousand, 
eight hundred and sixteen days work were lost to 
the workers of Great Britain by the 486 strikes 
and leckouts in 1906, according to the Labor De- 
partment of the British Board of Trade, directly 
affecting 217,773 persons, and, of course, indirectiy 
affecting a much larger number. Strikes and lock- 
outs in which the number of persons directly af- 
fected were fewer than ten are not included in 
the report under quotation. The causes were:

Of the 217,773 persons directly affected, 59,901 
were thrown out of employment against their will.

In 1906 there were nine disputes, each of which 
affected 5000 or more workers; in 1905 there were 
no disputes of such magnitude. The disputes af- 
fecting more than 1000 persons each in 1906 were 
but 8 per cent. of the total number of disputes 
(486,) While these disputes affected 69.8 per cent. 
of all workers thrown out of work. Twelve of the 

lasted twenty-five weeks, or over, each.

When I was ar- 
rested last June for violation of the 
city ordinances, my chief defense was 
the fact that the raiding officers broke 
a lock and forced an entrance upon 
the privacy of my home. I think that 
was a good line of defense. 

“T was told that Jud Rush was a 
great lawyer. I am a member of the 
Liquor Dealers’ Protective associa- 
tion, and Rush has been our attorney 
So I went and laid my case before 
him. He said I had a great case, and 
from his talk I felt encouraged. He 
demanded $160 a day to serve as my 
lawyer. He wanted $100 spot cash as 
a starter. I paid it like a fool. Any- 
one who could talk could do for me 
what he did.

At the end of the sec- 
ond day, Rush said he wanted $200 
more or he would quit. Of course I 
dug up.

I was frightened and hastened to 
the bank, borrowed the money and 
went back to the stable and found 
Rush there.

“You can judge of my amazement 
to read in The Pomona Review on 
December 2ist that Judge Smith had 
confirmed my sentence and that my 
case was lost in the Superior court.

He said: “Now, don't worry, Hugus, 
for I will soon knock Fleming out in 
his appeal to the Superior court.’

The major portion of the archbishop's 
address dealt with his visit to Rome, 
Speaking of his personal audience with 
the Pope, he said: 

“When I entered and knelt, he sa- 
luted me with a bright smile. 1 took 
his hand to kiss it, but he took mine 
with his two hands and pressed it af- 
fectionately. Then he made me to sit
